The book behind the film's 


story is one of the most famous 
manuscripts of all the literature 
of the world. A copy is in my 
personal library. The title, 
"The Discovery and Conquest 
of Mexico, 1517-1921," by 
Bernal Diat del Castillo. The 
author, an educated Spanish 
soldier of fortune, was in 
Cortex's army on the march 
against the Altec emperor 
Montecuma. 


Seldom does a military leader 


have in his ranks an able and 
accurate historian, but Cortes 
had one—Bernal Dias del 
Castillo. 
His 
original 


manuscript today rests In the 
archives of the Republic of 
Mexico. My edition was tran- 
slated from the original by A. P. 
Maudslay and published by 
Farrar, Straus and Cudshy in 
1166. 


What makes this book 


significant, besides being a 
detailed and accurate account 
of war and conquest, is the 
disclosure that a legend among 
the Astecs destroyed them and 
changed the course of history in 
our America. 


The odds against Cortes ware 


unbelievable. 
Appointed 


commander at the expedition > 
against MenMe by .JNesje 
Velasque, Spanish governor of 
Cuba, he sailed from Trinidad 
Feb. II, 1519, with this motley 
army: 


11 ships 
SM soldiers 
100 shipmasters and pilots 
16 horses and mares 
He was attacking a rich and 


populous 
empire 
with 


thousands of Astocs warriors. 
No sooner did he make • land- 
big but Bemal and others 
advised Cortes to destroy his 
ships for two purposes, (1) to 
discourage any thought of 
mutiny among his frightened 
army, and (2) to utilise the 164 
seamen as soldiers. 


But for all the odds against 


them the Spaniards ted an 
overpowering advantage of 
which they were unaware. In 
the Astec religion there was a 
legend that their god of ancient 
days would one day return to 
them as a white man. 


When Montesuma learned 


that the white Cortes had 
landed he and his Astec 
counselors concluded that this 
was the return of their legen- 
dary god. 
So they met the invaders with 


fabulous gifts. Later there was 
bitter fighting-but defeatism 
had seised the Astec warriors 
and their doom was sealed. 


Because of a legend an em- 


pire was lost. 


It is to Bernal Dias del 


Castillo's everlasting credit 
that he reported this legend-*t 
the expats* of picturing his 
leader as a captain who 
stumbled into incredible luck 
invading a hostile country 3,600 
miles from his native Spain.

York Monday evening and will 
arrive off Cape Kennedy in 
time for the launch Wednesday 
night.

"Ecological Intelligence." 


Miss Porter said she hadn't 


been on the boat long enough to 
draw any parallels yet with her 
last book, "The Ship of Fools." 
She said she plans to write an 
article for Playboy magaxine 
about the Apollo 17 cruise. 


"I'm taking the seminar for 


my own education because I 
haven't really paid much atten- 
tion to these space shots from 
the scientific angle," she said.

What is it that makes 
life so difficult on earth that 
man always wants to get 
away?" 


Miss Porter, 63 years old,

Nighttime launch of Apollo 17 presents problems 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The nighttime launch of 
Apollo 17 on Wednesday has 
meant "blindfold practice" for 
the specially trained Air Force 
crews assigned the job ot res- 
cuing the astronauts if the 
moon mission is aborted. 


An hour before the »:53 p.m. 


EST liftoff, the "beach boss" — 
Lt. Col. Raymond A. Boyd - 
will be in the air aboard one of 
four helicopters hovering in 
stacked formation about five 
mites north of the launch com- 
plex. 


Three HH53 choppers, known 


as Jolly Green Giants, will be 
poised to dispatch crews of doc- 
tors, firefighters, frogman and 
hatch opening specialists to 
find the command module on 
land, in a swamp or in the At- 
lantic Ocean. 


"Our response time is 30 min- 


utes," said Boyd, 51, A Viet- 
nam veteran. 


Within a half-hour from the 


time the mission is aborted, 
Boyd said, the helicopter teams 
can find the capsule, drop the 
pararescue team and retrieve 


the sttronautg 


"Our biggest problem at 


night, of course, is visibility," 
Boyd said. "We have had very 
extensive training for night sea 
recovery not only for Apollo 17 
but for Skylab." 


Rescue at sea is the most 


probable, extracting the astro- 
nauts from an overturned com- 
mand mftdulf in marshes near 
the Cape is the most difficult, 
Boyd said. 


To compensate for a lack of 


visibility Boyd has added two 
Army UU helicopters with 


powerful xenon search lights 
that illuminate 1,000 square feet 
of ground. 


At sea, new procedures and 


an extra copter have been 
added for the first nighttime 
launch of a U.S. manned space 
flight. 


"In the daytime the para- 


rescue men can jump out of the 
helicopter but at night the pi- 
lots have no depth perception 
— they can't tell if they're five 
teet or 30 feet above the wa- 
ter," Boyd said. 


So, the three-man teams 


frogmen will be low- 


ered in nylon mesh webs. The 
other two helicopters will drop 
flares to provide light and 
smoke flares to determine the 
wind direction. 


In all, there are 64 men as- 


signed the job of helping rescue 
the three astronauts should it 
be necessary. Nine have the re- 
sponsibility of getting the astro- 
nauts safely out of the capsule.

Earnhard trades 4-year term 


UTTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Sen. Milt Earnhart of Fort ' 
Smith, who has not had opposi- 
tion since MM, said Monday he 
supposed his trade of a four- 
year term in the Arkansas Sen- 
ate for a two-year term was a 
gamble, but said he thought "it 
would be a nice thing to do." 


Earnhart acquired a four- 


year term when incumbents 
and senators-elect drew lots 
Sunday to determine who would 
come up for re-election in 1174 
and who would have a safe seat 
until 1976. But he swapped the 
four years he drew for the two- 
year term Sen. Morrell GaUv 
right of Pine Bluff had drawn. 


The drawing is required by 


the state Constitution to estab- 
lish staggered terms of sena- 
tors following each 10-year re- 
districting of the Senate. Eight- 
een senators drew two-year 
terms and the other 17 drew 
four-year terms. Beginning in 
1974, all senators will be elect- 
ed for four-year terms. 


Before the drawing Sunday at 


the senators' traditional duck 
dinner, Earnhart said he told 
the members he thought "it 
would be a nice gesture for sen- 
ators who have had no opposi- 
tion, if they drew a four-year 
term, to voluntarily turn it over 
to some of the other senators 
who maybe had hard opposi- 
tion." 


Earnhart said he thought that 


to do something like that for a 
fellow senator would be nice, 
especially in the«e days of high 
campaign costs. 


"I know some of them, for 


example, who had two oppo- 
nents — one in the summer pri- 
mary and one in November," 
he said. "To go to all that 
(campaign) expense and then 
draw a two-year term would be 
tough."

Final drafts 
of legislation 
are adopted 


UTTLE ROCK (AP) - Final 


drafts 
of legislation 
were 


adopted Monday by the Ar- 
kansas Commitee on Legisla- 
tive Organization for presenta- 
tion to the 1973 session of the 
General Assembly. 


The legislation is a result of 


recommendations made by the 
Eagteton Institute of Politics in 
its study of legislative organ- 
isation and procedures in Ar- 
kansas. 


One proposal would authorise 


a split session of the legislature 
in years in which a non-in- 
cumbent governor assumes of- 
fice. Under the bill, the legisla- 
ture would meet at the normal 
time on the second Monday in 
January following the election 
for the certification of election 
results, administering oaths of 
office and organizing the Gen- 
eral Assembly for the regular 
session. After completing these 
matters, the legislature would 
recess until the second Monday 
in February, then begin trans- 
acting normal business. 


A purpose of the propose) is 


to give a newly elected gover- 
nor more time in which to pre- 
pare for the session. 


The committee also approved 


a proposed 
constitutional 


amendment that would estab- 
lish a Legislative Compensation 
Commission that would make 
recommendations on the sala- 
ries of legislators, which are 
now set by the state Con- 
stitution. The legislature could 
accept the recommendations or 
reduce the 
recommended 


amount of compensation but 
could not increase the amount. 
The commission would make 
recommendations in 1975 and 
every four years thereafter.

TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras 


(AP)—The army coup in Hon- 
duras caused little surprise, no 
violence or large troop move-

to the presidency. 


Lopes, 51, who started his 


military career as an enlisted 
man, ousted President Ramon 
Ernesto Crux, a lO-year-old 
lawyer, on Monday. Crus was 
reported under house arrest, 
his wife and four children had 
gone to the United States on 
Sunday. 


Honduras is a small, rugged 


Central American country with 
about 2* million persons and 
an area about the sixe of 
Tennessee.

and Standard Fruit Co. have 
large holdings. 


Rumors of a coup had been 


circulating for months Military 
supporters of Lopes said he re- 
turned to power because the 
country's two political parties 
had failed to share the govern- 
ment, producing a "chaotic sit- 
uation." 


Lopez overthrew President 


Ramon Villada Morales in 1K3 
and two years later congress 
elected him to a six-year term 
as president. 


The general could not legally 


run for re-election in 1971 and 
he inspired an agreement be- 
tween the Nationalist and Lib- 
eral parties to divide the 64- 
seat Congress evenly. The bal- 
ance of power was then to be 
held by the directly-elected 
president. 


In the subsequent voting,

Court begins review 
of Lt. Galley's case 


FALLS CHURCH, Va. (AP) 


— A military court has begun a 
review of Lt. William L. Galley 
Jr.'s conviction in the My Lai 
massacre following an appeal 
by Galley's lawyers that his 99- 
year prison sentence was too 
harsh. 


"I think he has had his tea- 


son—'way more severe than I 
think is Justified," said George 
W. Latimer, Galley's civilian 
attorney, in portraying Galley's 
actions at My Lai as those of a 
young officer responsibly carry- 
ing out orders. 


The three-judge Army Court 


of Military Review is expected 
to announce early next year 
whether it will sustain the con- 
viction and uphold the sen- 
tence, reduce it or set Galley 
free. The court cannot increase 
the penalty. 


Galley, 29, was convicted 


nearly two years ago of mur- 
dering at least 22 Vietnamese 
civilians at My Lai, during * 
Seafch'-and-destroy mission 
March 16, 1961. He was sen- 
tenced tolife in prison but that 
subsequently was reduced to 90 
years. 


Throughout nearly six hours 


of oral arguments Monday, 
Latimer pictured Caltey as the 
scapegoat, noting that of 25 
men charged in connection with 
the massacre only one—Cal- 
tey—was convicted. 


"How long is it necessary 


that Lt. Caltey have to serve in 
prison to act as a deterrent for 
other soldiers (not) to do the 
same thing?" he asked. 


The defense argued that Cal- 


tey should not have been con- 
victed of any crime greater 
than manslaughter, contending 
that he acted without malice, 
and without malice there could 
be no murder charge. 


"We are saying that he did 


not know what he was doing 
was murder," said Galley's 
Army lawyer, Capt. J. Houston 
Gordon of Covington, Term.

sent gifts, and made monthly 
visits. 


Results of their kindnesses 


were striking. In fact, they are 
often called "The Miracle 
Workers of Staunton." Men who 
had been withdrawn and 
depressed for years have im- 
proved 
mentally 
and 


physically, almost beyond 
belief. Silent ones are talking 
again. They watch for the mail, 
live for those visits of their 
"grandchildren." 


The volunteers? They love 


what they're doing: it's great 
making someone etee a little 
happier. They even enjoy the 
monthly six-hour round trip 
from their homes in Arlington 
to the State Hospital. And 
they're much appreciated, top. 
Among many congratulations is 
a recent letter which reads: 


It is deeply reassuring to hear 


of actively concerned and 
dedicated youthful citiatns as 
you.

According to 
Commission Hunter Safety 
Coordinator Wendell Jackson 
there have been 25 cases of 
accidental shootings reported 
already this year white last 
year only 21 were reported all 
year. Jackson said he did not 
feel that this indicates a drastic 
rise in shooting accidents, but Is 
due instead to a better repor- 
ting system. 


Jackson observed that none 


of the victims involved in these 
reports was wearing hunter 
orange. In all instances the 


victims involved were clothed 
In camoflauge suits. Three of 
the victims were archers 
hunting from tree stands and 
were shot by squirrel hunters. 
Of the 25 reports, five were 
fatalities. 


Arkansas does not have any 


regulation requiring hunters to 
display blase orange or hunter 
orange but Jackson said that all 
hunters should make this part 
of their regular field clothes. He 
also urged all persons in- 
terested in the hunter safely 
program to contact him 
through the 
Enforcement 


Division of the Game and Fish

LITTLE ROCK—Duck season to open In Arkansas and 


according to late reports from the fteM hunting to a little 
difficult. Heavy rains over the past few weeks have teft 
an abundance of water In Arkansas and this has scat- 
tered the ducks considerably. Commission waterfowl 
biologist Dave Donaldson reports about 700 to 000 
thousand ducks in the state, mostly mallards. Donaldson 
says that most ducks are staying In flooded soybean 
fields, and being in these large open fields makes them 
difficult to hunt. 


The duck season will ran through Jan. 13,1073 and die 


limit to four ducks per day. An four ducks In the bag may 
be mallards but the limit may not include more than two 
wood ducks and may not include any redheads or can- 
vasbacks. 


All hunters age 16 and older must have a valid hunting 


license and a federal duck stamp. Hunters should 
remember that any birds picked in camp must have the 
head or one fully feathered wing left attached until the 
birds are taken home or to a commercial preservation 
facility. For a complete rundown on the federal 
regulations concerning the hunting of waterfowl hunters 
should consult 1972-73 federal hunting regulations 
pamphlet number 00.

eathers fill the air, money flutters every- 
where, and the crowd screams its excite- 


ment. The Philippines it a country that takes 
its cockfighting seriously. So, it's natural that 
the grandest rooster show of the year is an 
international competition called a derby, 
drawing at least 15,000 spectators to the 
country's largest enclosed arena, in Manila. 
Over 200 fighting birds compete, their in- 
tense contest accompanied by the frenzied 
activity of bookmakers and bettors. 


Cockfighting has been a favorite sport in 


the Philippines since before the Spaniards 
arrived in the 16th century. It's even been 
called the true national sport, although 
that's a controversial viewpoint. But there's 
no doubt about its widespread popularity. 
Unlike the derby, most fights take place in 
small cockpits in thousands of towns and vil- 
lages throughout the islands. American fight- 
ing cocks are the most highly esteemed- 
large numbers of them are imported every 
year from the southern United States.

year. 


Once the review is com- 


pleted, however, EPA may ex- 
tend to oriajlnal proposal into a 
complete phaseovt, leaving no 
leaded gasoline on the market 
at all. 


EPA last Feb. « proposed 


that W per cent of the nation's 
service stations be required to 
sell at least one gradt of Wad- 
free gasoline by July 1,1074- 
that is, a 01-octsne gasoline 
containing no more than 0.0» 
grams of lead per gallon. 


Soirees said EPA Is sticking 


to this regulation and wffl Issue 
it officially, despite oiHndustry 
complaints that it is too tough. 


While petroleum spokesmen 


argued for a more lenient 
standard in public hearings last 
March, automakers testified a 
few blocks away that their cars 
could meet 107S antspoUutton 
standards only If gasoline land 
is held to the EPA limit or low- 


Meanwhile, after EPA scien- 


tists said lead tn auto exhaust 
could pose a health hatard, the 
agency proposed a phassdown 
beginning July 1, 1*74, with a 
limit of 10 srams of toad per 
gallon. 


The plan would have brought 


the lead level down, in steps, to 
1.2S grams per gallon by Jan. 
1,1177. 


But the EPA health study 


was criticised and a new study 
was conducted.

Deaths are 
reminders of 
another era 


BOSTON (AP) - The deaths 


of four young women and the 
disappearance of another in the 
Boston area have prompted 
comparisons with the Boston 
Strangle*1 murders of 10 years 
ago. 


But "there's nothing to in- 


dicate these cases are all re- 
laled," Boston Det. Lt. Edward 
F. Sherry said Monday. 


Capt. John V. Silk of the 


Lynn police echoed the investi- 
gators' views, saying, "So far 
we haven't come up with any- 
thing - except that three of 
them went to the same school." 


Sherry said a number of girls 


in Boston have been accosted 
recently while hitchhiking - a 
thread believed common in at 
least some of the five cases. 
They have talked to police, but 
the descriptions of their assail- 
ants wore different in each 
case, he said. 


However, police departments 


in Lynn, Brockton and Nashua, 
N.H., are keeping in dose 
touch with Boston as they in- 
vestigate the deaths of women 
in their areas in recent months. 


All five girls were between 10 


and 22, all residents of Boston 
or Cambridge, all white, all 
middle class and all attractive. 


Autopsies indicated that three 


of them were strangled and the 
fourth 
was strangled 
and 


stabbed- Rape was established 
in two cases, but the two other 
bodies were not found imme- 
diately after death, and the 
time lag complicated autopsy 
findings.

What's in a Coin Motto? 


One of the more confusing 


problems to face new coin 
collectors is the apparent 
similarity between two coins 
in all respects except for the 
presence of a motto or In- 
scription on one specimen 
and not the other. This vari- 
able occurs often in 19th- 
century coinage but rarely 
does it affect value. 


A typical example among 


United States gold issues is 
the 1866-S Half-eagle. The 
"Encylopedia of U.S. Coins" 
classifies this piece as two 
types. U.S. Coin No.: 102, 
Type: VI Half-eagle (Coro- 
net/without motto—of which 


byMort 


9,000 pieces were minted, and 
U.S. Coin No.: 103, Type: VII 
H a 1 f - e a g 1 e (Coronet/with 
motto) with 34,920 minted. A 
ratio of nearly four to one 
between the two types, yet 
heir numismatic values in 
uncirculated condition re- 
main identical. 


No form of Type-set or con- 


secutive-series collecting 
should be attempted without 
some visual guidance. 


The "Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Coins" graphically demon- 
strates each of the 119 United 
States coin types with 2-inch 
line Illustrations showing ev- 
ery detail that may dis- 
tinguish one from the other. 


In addition, the collector 


will find a need for a grading 
guide and subsequently, a 
value guide if he is to control 
the presentation level of his 
collection within an allotted 
budget. This can be done 
with a revised copy of James 
F. Ruddy's "Photograde," a 
photographic grading guide 
that sells for 82.95 and snows 
pictorially the condition of 
every U.S. coin from "About 
Good" to "About Uncircu- 
lated." Leaving no doubt 
about the actual grade of a 
coin when compared to the 
photograph 
of that same 


piece in the book. 


The third member of the 
basic book list pertains to 
the present market value of 
each coin in any prescribed 
condition according to their 
estimated values as adjusted 


annually. This Is the collec- 
tors Red Book or "A Guide 
Book of United States Coins," 
which retails at 82 50. 


The publication date for 


the encyclopedia has been 
tentatively set for December 
15th 
of this year. "Photo- 


grade" and the Red Book are 
presently on the market in 
their 1973 editions

Immunity and 
cancer studied

Dear Dr. Lamb — Some 


time back I read an article 
on cancer which stated that 
a substance could be injected 
into the cancer cell, arresting 
it Is this process available 
to the public? I read the arti- 
cle with interest but did not 
know 1 would be personally 
interested. My husband is in 
liis late 30s and we have a 
small child. He had a malig- 
nant tumor removed from 
Ins colon, but the doctor said 
it had already spread to two 
small spots on his liver. This 
has been three months ago. 
What can you say about this 
process and is there any pos- 
sibility 
that 
this process 


could be available to my 
husband, and would it work 
on the liver? 


Dear Reader — You must 


be referring to the work of 
Dr. Edmund Klein of Boswell 
Memorial Institute in Buf- 
falo. New York. He has been 
doing research on treating 
breast cancer and skin can- 
cer, lie did inject a sub- 
stance 
directly 
into 
the 


tumor cells. The substance 
he used was tuberculin, the 
same substance used for skin 
testing for tuberculosis. The 
reason the skin test works is 
that a person who has been 
exposed to tuberculosis de- 
velops an immunity to it and 
when you inject the tuber- 
culin material in the skin the 
body's i in m u n e system 
causes a reaction to occur. 


Dr. Klein has taken advan- 


tage of this principle by in- 
jecting tuberculin into the 
tumor and then the body's 
immune system 
mobilizes 


and causes a reaction in the 
tumor. If the body's immune 
reaction is severe enough, it 
will literally r e j e c t the 
tumor cells. He has had 
some early success in the 
treatment of patients with 
breast cancer and skin can- 
cer with this technique. It is 
still in the research phases 
and after the initial encour- 
aging results in a small se- 


ries of breast and skin can- 
cers, it will no doubt be 
tested in other forms of 
cancer. 


Cancer of the colon is a 


fairly common disorder. It is 
much more common in mod- 
ernized nations such as the 
United States than it is in 
undeveloped countries. Many 
investigators think this is 
due to the differences in our 
diet, pointing out that we 
tend to eat large amounts of 
concentrated foods such as 
sweets and bakery products 
and do not get as much 
roughage in our diet as is 
obtained by individuals who 
eat natural foods such as un- 
processed cereals, vegeta- 
bles and raw fruit. 


Our refined foods often 


move rapidly through the 
small intestine and remain 
in the colon a long time. In 
part because of lack of bulk. 
The end result is an increase 
in constipation 
(leading to 


the ill-advised laxative habit. 
and irritable colon) and an 


increased incidence of diver- 
ticulosis and even colon can- 
cer. There are other factors. 
of course, besides food. 


One of the best signs ot 


cancer of the colon is an un- 
e*JtpJained change in bowel 
habits. If a person starts 
developing recurrent diar- 
rhea or suddenly develops 
constipation, he should seek 
medical attention immedi- 
ately. If cancer of the colon 
is detected before it has 
spread, it can often be total- 
ly removed and permanently 
cured. 
As in most other 


types of cancer the earlier 
the detection the greater the 
likelihood of successful treat 
ment.
